Suburban  time-table,  or  for  sum- 
mer picnics. 

j Home  economist  Irene  Netz  ad- 
\|ises  that  sandwiches  can  be  pre- 
bared  as  much  as  several  weeks 
jli  advance  in  the  freezer  or  the 
fillings  can  be  stored  for  later 
use. 

I Thd  Ohio  State  University  nu- 
thitioiiist  fp^d  that  the 'flyings 
which  stay  best  in  the  freezer  are 
hneat,  poultry,  all  kinds  of  cheese 
spreads,  ,egg  yolk  mixtures  and 
lieanut  butter.  , 

Miss  Nets  said  that  both  slices 
of  bread  siwuld  be  spread  gen- 
erously with  butter -or  margarine 
to  avoid  sogginess. 

Fillings  that  will  not  freeze  in- 
clude fruit  jellies,  those  contain- 
ing hard-cooked  egg  whites  or 
those  with  raw  vegetable. 

: Note:  Lettuce  should  never  be 
frozen,  but  packed  separately  in 
the  lunchbox  to  be  put  into  the 


sandwich  just  before  eating. 

“Use  commercial  dressings  la- 
beled' ‘salad  dressing,’  ” Miss  Netz 
cautioned.  Mayonnaise  contains 
egg  white  protein  and  will  not 
freeze. 

“Have  the  bread,  fillings  and 
softened  butter  ready  when  pre- 
paring it  will  make  the  job  easy. 
Try  frozen  slices  of  bread  for 
facility,  she  added. 

Frozen  sandwiches  also  are  per- 
fect snacks  for  unexpected  com- 
pany, the  adept  home  economist 
continued.  A frozen  sandwich  acts 
as  a built-in.  refrigerant- and  keeps 
other  foods  in  the  lunch  box 
fresh. 

A sandwich  put  into  the  lunch 
box  in  the  morning  will  thaw  out 
by  noon.

For  straw- 
berry flavored  milk  combine  1 
cup  sweetened  crushed  straw- 
berries with  4 cups  milk  to  make 
four  servings.  Drink  can  be  top- 
ped with  ice  cream  for  added 
flavor.

‘Deal  Honestly,  With  Integrity’ 
Elder  Kimball  Warns  Assembly

Elder  Spencer  W.  Kimball  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve 
Apostles,  speaker  at  the  Tuesday  Devotional  Assembly,  said 
that  the  fabulous  promising  years  ahead  must  be  built  on  a 
solid  foundation;  one  of  honor  and  integrity. 

Speaking  to  the  large  Leadership  Week  audience  at  the 
Fieldhouse,  ^der  Kimball  noted  that  we  often  overlook  some 
of  the  basic  virtues  of  honesty.  Asking  if  we  as  Latter>day 
Saints  jfive  an  honest  day’s  work,  borrow  beyond  our  means, 
deal  kindly  and  honestly  with  our  fellow  men,  he  pointed  out 
that  those  who  condon  dishonest  practices  are  as  guilty  as 
those  who  act  dishonestly. 

Elder  Kimball  stat^  that  the  word  “integrity”  should 
be  put  in  bold  type  in  the  dictionary.  Quoting  from  Shakespear. 
he  said  that  “This  above  all  else,  to  thine  own  self  be  true,  and 
it  must  iollow  as  night  the  day,  thou  canst  not  then  be  false 
to  any  man.” 

He  pointed  out  that  the  motto  which  some  people  have 
in  business  dealings  with  others,  “All  that  the  traffic  will 
bear,”  is  a pernicious  dogma,  and  that  the  Lord  has  said  that 
“just  balances,  just  weights,  1 am  the  Lord,  ye  shall  not  steal,” 
should  be  substituted. 

Dishonest  practices  in  universities  and  colleges  is  an  un- 
holy blight  on  our  American  heritage.  Elder  Kimball  went  on 
to  say.  Winning  scores  desired  before  honest  referreeing  was 
I denounced  by  the  Church  leader.  Cheating  in  the  classroom, 
j which  is  often  given  the  polite  name  of  “fudging,”  is  another 
! of  the  prevalent  practices  which  otherwise  honest  people  some- 
I times  indulge  in,  he  added.  “Must  we  continue  to  watch  in- 
I tegrity  eroded  away?”,  he  asked,  and  said  that  we  as  individuals 
' must  be  the  guardians  of  this  precious  jewel.

Grid,  Hoop  Lettermen  Take  Helm 
In  Upcoming  ‘Prep  Circuit’  Action 


Poor  misguided  sports  fans  and  sportswriters — few  though 
they  be — who  still  question  Brigham  Young  University’s  de- 
cision to  play  what  (football),  where  (Ute  Stadium)  and  whom 
University  of  Utah)  they  desire.  Among  ‘‘loyal  BYU  fans’ 
there  is  one  local  sports  scribe  who,  unfortunately,  has  sided 
with  “some”  downtown  businessmen  still  failing  to  see  the 
. long-range  advantages  of  BYU  playing  its  1958-59  grid  game  i: 
Salt  Lake  City,  instead  of  Cougar  Stadium  as  originally  sched- 
uled. 

ATTITUDE  SELFISH 
This  attitude  is  one  of  worry — selfishly — about  today’s 
penny  profits,  instead  of  work  for  tomorrow’s  dollar  profits, 
As  businessmen,  surely  these  dissident  few  can  realize  the  ben- 
efit to  any  organization  of  both  maximum  income  and  custom- 
er satisfaction,  conditions  they  feel  BYU  should  forego  in  favor 
of  their  own  realization  of  a relatively  small  handful  of  profit 
. . . maybe.  Sound  economics  dictates  ^at  the  common  sense  of 
these  few  isn’t  in  good,  oiled  working  condition. 

As  for  one  “snarling”  observation  about  the  stadium  switch 
being  like  dinner  at  mother-in-law’s  place,  what’s  wrong  with 
that  if  she  can  cook  better  than  the  good  wife?  Why  not  travel 
to  Salt  Lake  City  if  the  sports  menu  is  worth  it  . . . and  it 
should  be  a better  game  in  front  of  the  bigger  crowd.  That’s  al- 
most a tenant  of  human  nature. 

Like  it  or  not,  there  is  also  a caste  system  in  sports  which 
highly  affects  BYU  and  the  Skyline  in  general.  As  Dean  Milton 
Hartvigsen,  athletic  head  at  BYU,  put  it,  “We  must  win  our 
spurs  first.”  Big  name  schools  can  hardly  be  expected  to  con- 
descend to  Skyline’s  standard,  especially  considering  Cougar 
Stadium’s  not-much-more-than-11,000  capacity.  The  picture 
changes  when  viewed  from  the  big  fellows  side  of  the  fence.  Con- 
sider BYU’s  basketball  schedule  including  Westminster  and 
Jlicks  Colleges,  for  instance,  to  feel  the  impact  of  this  reasoning 
Even  if  BYU  did  immediately  manage  to  get  more  than  its 
share  of  big  names,  the  situation  would  be  like  a train  going 
full  throttle  around  a sharp  curve.  Coach  Hal  Kopp,  the  man 
who  should  know,  admits  the  Cougars  are  “on  the  way  up  . . . 
but  the  standard  must  be  elevated.  He  has  the  sensible  atti- 
tude that  it’s  an  “even  ball  game”  against  Utah,  and  although 
any  coach  relishes  so-called  home  field  advantage,  he  says  “the 
decision  is  the  university’s  and  we’ll  uphold  it.” 

If  there’s  any  kick  coming  about  the  schedule  change,  here’s 
where  it  should  be — but  it  isn’t.  Big  Hal  Kopp’s  simple  philo- 
sophy is,  ‘‘We’re  the  department  of  war,  not  the  department  of 
state.”  He’ll  be  fighting  to  win — anywhere. 

Paul  G^iring,  president  of  Provo  Downtown  Coaches  (3lub, 
feels  the  Cougars  do  not  only  belong  to  the  community,  but 
to  the  LDS  Church  and  the  state — wherever  BYU  fans  live,  in 
fact.  In  analyzing  the  overall  results,  Gehring  thinks  “the 
thinking  of  the  administration  is  right  regarding  the  change.” 
He  admits,  “Sure,  I’d  rather  see  them  play  here,  but  I don’t 
want  to  be  selfish.” 

When  asked  about  reactions  of  the  Boosters,  Gehring 
confessed  he  had  heard  “minor  rumblings,”  but  concluded  from 
what  he  personally  observed  that  there  is  no  strong  condition 
present.  He  siiggested  the  community  consider  the  value  of  BYU 
for  what  it  has  given  them  spiritually,  economically  and  in  en- 
tertainment, before  judging  . or  doubting  some  single  action. 

But  all  things  accounted  for,  'what  about  the  real  home 
fans — ^the  students?  There  hasn’t  been  any  noticeable  concern 
or  reports  from  these  “hankled,”  loyal  BYU  fans  about  travel- 
ing to  Salt  Lake  City  for  the  grid  fracas. 

Especially  when  they  have  two  basketball  games  with 
Utah  to  look  forward  to  in  Smith  Fieldhouse,  a consideration 
conveniently  overlooked  by  this  same  local  observer  in  his  week- 
end epistle  to  unsuspecting  sports  fans.  Come  to  think  of  it, 
there  haven’t  been  any  kicks  about  the  change  in  basketball  . . . 
yet!  Somebody  will  find  something  wrong  with  it  soon  though. 
Just  can’t  please  some  people!
